Copy of a LETTER from Mr. Justice Daly, refpefting 
the State Prifoners in Kilmainham, to His Excellency the 
Lord Lieutenant. 



Dublin, July iith 1804. 

My Lord, 

T he enclofed Papers which I received from Kilmainham Gaol, muft be my 
apology for obtruding myfelf upon your Excellency’s attention. In confequence 
of a Letter written by one of the State Prifoners, named Mafon, to the Judges who 
fat on the laft Commiffion, one of whom I was, complaining on behalf of himfclf 
and others of the Prifoners, of harfh and improper treatment, I thought it my 
duty to vifit Kilmainham Gaol, for the purpofe of examining into the truth of the 
complaint ; and from the imperfeft inveftigation I was able to make, the inclina- 
tion of my mind is, that the grievances complained of, if they exift at all, are 
greatly exaggerated in the Memorials which 1 have the honour of tranfmitting to 
your Excellency. The reafon which has induced me to make this communication 
to your Excellency direftly, is, that it is the wilh of the State Prifoners that I Ihould 
do fo, under a notion, to which I am very far indeed from fubferibing, that it will 
reach your Excellency with more efied than if communicated in the ordinary 
way.

My Lord, Dublin Caflle, 14th July 1804. 

J THINK it right to communicate to your Lordflrip a Lx;tter which I have re- 
ceived from Mr. Juilice Daly, enclofmg two Memorials from, the State Prifoners 
in the Gaol at Kilmainham. , From whatever quarter theie reprefentations had 
reached me, I Ihould have felt it to be my duty to afcertain, as far as poffible, the 
grounds of the complaints ; but having received them through fo refpeftablc a 
channel as that of one of the Judges of the Court of King’s Bench, I Chould wifli 
(if your Lordlhip fees no objeftion to my taking that ccurfe) to trouble Mr. Juftice 
Daly, and one or two more of the Judges, to vifit the Gaol, for the purpofe of en- 
quiring into the truth of the allegations contained in the Memorials. The Memo- 
rial which is figned by Euftace and others, is expreffed in proper and refpeftful 
terms ; and, fo far as the complaint applies to the food allowed them, and to the ufc 
of candles, I (hould be inclined to extend to them more indulgences than they 
can perhaps ftriftly require, unlefs it fliould appear that the indulgence had been 
withdrawn on account of its having been abufcd. The other Memorial is not ex- 
prefled in terms equally moderate, though it proceeds from perfons of better 
education, and who from that circumftance and from their Ctuation in life, are far 
more criminal than thofe who have been deluded by falfc reprefentations to adopt 
a conduft hoftile to the mild Government of their country. An unreftrained in- 
tercourfe with their friends feems to be entirely inconfiftent with fafe cuftody, as 
well as_ with the objedt for which many of the Prifoners are detained. — If your 
Lordfliip (hould think it right to defire Mr. Juftice Daly and fome of the other 
Judges to enquire into the general management of the State Prifoners, and to 
afcertain whether there is any juft foundation for their complaints, and that any 
information (hould be required as to the allowances which are made by order of 
Government, I will direft a copy of all orders which have been ifTued from the 
Chief Secretaiy’s Office to be furniftied to Mr. Juftice Daly, if your Lord(hip 
fliould think it material, with a view to the enquiry which it feems neceflary to 
inftitute. I cannot conclude without calling your Lordfhip’s attention td the 
Affidavit lately made by the Gaoler, a copy of which was publilhed in the Dublin 
Newspapers.

IN purfuance of yoor Excellency’s Letter of the 14th inftant, which I had the

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meat, drink, water, and bread, that are daily furnifhed to the Prifoners ; the cookery 
or mode of dreffing thole victuals j the decency and pror ricty and luffidency of the 
attendants that ferve up the meat j and the proper dillribution of the meat and 
drink amongft the Prifoners at the table. 

Upon the fubjedt of air and exercife for the Prifoners (concerning which many 
■have expreffed great anxiety) we think that they fliould have every opportunity of 
indulgence in thefe tefpeds as they may choofe, confiftcntly with preventing an im- 
proper or unfafe aifociation of dangerous men. 

There are other regulations which may be adopted for the better accommodation 
•of the lower clafs of Prifoners, fuch as keeping fires conftantly in the common halls 
to enable the Prifoners to warm their drink when neceffary, and for other purpofes, 
and alfo an allowance to them of an additional number of candles. We have fug- 
gefted thefe latter circumftances to Dodlor Trevor, and, from every thing wa have 
ieen of his condudl, we have no doubt but that he will direct fuch detail of fmall 
•accommodation of this kind to be provided for the Piifoncrs. 

With regard to the Prifoners Mafon and Lcmg, who arc ordered into foHtary con- 
finement, we take for granted that Government have fufficient reafons for fuch 
diftindtions; but we obferve that thefe are the Prifoners who apply the mofl irri- 
tated language, and caft the heavieft imputations on Dodlor Trevor — imputations 
which we can diCcover no foundation for, or trace to any other fource tlian the ex- 
afperated ftate of their minds, occafioned poffibly by the natarre of their confinement, 
and which they probably, whether juftly or not we cannot fay, attribute to his 
Teprel'entations. 

It appears to us that the fum allowed by Government for the fubfiftence, of the 
firft clafs of Prifoners, is not wholly expended upon their vidluals, and upon ex- 
amination of the Gaoler, it appeared to us that whatever advantage he has derived 
from the allowance of the firft clafs, has been counterbalanced by the deficiency ol 
the allowance for the fecond clafs. Poflibly therefore it may deferve your Ex- 
cellency’s confideration, whether fome fmall increafe of the allowance for the fecond 
clafs might not be made, fo as to avoid the neceffity of incroaching on that of the 
iirft. 

We think that the cncreafcd expences of the Gaoler in procuririg and fubfifting 
fervants, and in procuring additional attendance upon the Prifoners, ought to be 
paid out of any other Fund than from the allowance to the Prifoners. 

In fubmitting however thefe our fentiments to your Excellency, we think it 
proper to obferve, that in making any alterations in the fyftem and management 
of the Gaol, it is of the utmoft confequence to the prefervation of fubordination 
and good order, that the Juft and neceffary authority of the Infpeflor, Gaoler, and 
other Officers, ought to be moft carefully preferved. 

We have endeavoured, with the greateft attention, to effe£l the humane obieft 
of your Excellency, in procuring information of the ftate of the Prifoners, and fub- 
mit the obfervations we have made to your Excellency’s confideration. 

Poffibly fome further remarks might arife upon a review of the Depofitions we 
have taken; but the neccffity of my proceeding at an early hour in the -morning 
upon my circuit, compels us, inftead of making further obfervations, to llibmit to 
your Excellency’s confideration the Depofitions taken from the mouths of the Pri- 
foners, and of the others whom we have examined. 

I have the honour to return herewith to your Excellency the Memorials of the 
Priibners that you were pleafed to fend to me.

To his Excellency Philip Earl of Harowicke, 

Lord Lieutenant General, &c. &c. &c. 

May-it pleafe your Excellency, 

W E the underfigned, detained as State Prifoners in tire Gaol of Kilmam- 
ham, beg moft relpeA-fully to reprelent to your Excellency, that we labour 
under a feverity of confinement and ill-uiage, as much without precedent in the 
cafe of any former State Prifoners, as it is without juftification in any poffible object 
of policy or -of fafe cuftody, and without caufe in the demeanour of one of us. 

We continue deprived of all focial intercourfe, as we are of air and exercife fuf- 
ficient to counteraft the efFedts of food bad in its quality, and ioatbfome in its fer- 
vice. We are kept conftantly locked up, and without attendance fufiicient even for 
the occafions of nature ; in fhort, we experience a treatment rather calculated for the 
cuftody of untamed beafts, than men. 

We cannot enter into a ftatement of our many and heavy grievances : We can- 
not form a Memorial of them, as a permiffion which we folicited to meet together, 
even under inlpedtion, for the purpofe of addreffing your Excellency, has been pe- 
remptorily refufed to us by our Siiperintenclant, Dr. Irevor, from whom we receive 
asanfwerto remonftrances againft the harftmefs of our treatment, that it has not 
only a fan&ion, but its origin, in the exprefs diredtions of your Excellency s Govern- 
ment 5 this we muft doubt, and believe to be as great a mifrcprelentation of your 
Excellency’s benevolence and of your Government, as it is oppreflive to us. 

We break a filence, under wliich moft of us have iuffered for nine months paft, 
the obftrvance of which w'as occafioned by conftant expedtation of amelioration from 
that Department of your Excellency’s Government to which applications have re- 
peatedly been made by many of our Friends. 

We now appeal to your Excellency, whofe juftice and humanity we are con- 
vinced will recoil at a feverity to which any plea of ncceffity, or principle of policy, 
refufe a fandlion; and we pray, through an inveftigation of our condition, oppor- 
tunity to detail to your Excellency the hardftiip of it.

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Has been permitted fifteen minutes in the day, for three days in the week, to fee 
Ills Friends in prefence of his Attendant ; but for the laft three months, when his 
affairs became embarrafi'ed. Dr. Trevor permitted his Brother to come to him twice 
every day, for fifteen minutes each time. 

For the firft four months he was confined in a cell of feven feet fquare, fo dark he 
could not read or write ; fince Chriftmas he is in the prefent room with Mr. Patten. 
His bed tolerably good ; they liave feparate beds, but are obliged to fcour and clean 
their own tables j they have chairs and table. The Prifoners experience great dif- 
trefs in not having accefs to the neeeffary houfe. About three or four months ago 
he was greatly prefled by a call of nature, arid the Turnkey brought him out and 
locked him up in the paflage, where there was a bucket in place of a ncceflarjc 

The Turnkey called to him to come out. He faid he would not. 'J'he Turn- 
key then locked the door, and faid he fliould flay long enough. He was kept half 
an hour, and when the Turnkey opened it, he ftruck the Turnkey ; next day he was, 
by Dr. Trevor’s orders, removed into a place from which he could not pafs but 
through the overflowing o£ a neeeffary, fo as to wet his feet ; he was kept there for two 
days, as a punifhment for ftriking the Turnkey.

The provifions are always, till lately, of a bad quality. The provifions were at firfl 
brought up upon a table in the corridore, and then each Prifoner vvasfulFered to go out 
individually and take his fhare ; fo that wdien the lafl of the Prifoners came to help 
themfelves, their {hare was very bad. Has often feen the Turnkeys (whilft one Pri- 
foner was retiring, and the other letting out to the table) tear the victuals, and take 
them to themfelves. This mode is not now foliow'ed ; the Prifoners get their pro- 
vifions to thrir rooms, and do not now complain of the quality or quantity of the 
provifions; but the attendance isflill very bad. 

The difficulty of getting out to the neceflary is very diflrefling. Dr. Trevor has 
always faid, that the treatment of the Prifoners is by order of Government ; bui Dr. 
Trevor meant only as to the times of air and exercife, and confinement.

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The Prifoners have complained fometimes that the meat is putrid ; but is pcr- 
fuaded that there are not more accidents to their provifions in tins Gaol, than may 
happen in the beft regulated families. There is a regular kitchen and boiler in the 
Gaol — at firft the Prifoners were confined in the fmall rooms, the Debtors’ fide 
being full j but upon his application to Mr. Wickham, the Debtors were removed 
to the Marlhalfea, and the State Prifoners put into their rooms. There were com- 
plaints made to him of the dirtinels of the attendance, and he gave immediate 
orders to have it prevented. 

The Judges then vifited the kitchen, examined the vidtuals then preparing for 
Dinner; they confifted of road Beef, roaft Lamb, boiled Rump and Hound of 
Beef, Potatoes, and Salad, all very good in their kinds, and apparently rea- 
fonably well cooked and drefled.

Philip Long, fworn. WAS a Merchant in Dublin till his arreft ; has been in foli- 

tary confinement fince laft Auguft. Mr. Roche and Mr. Rice 
have pafles to fee him when theypleafe; the treatment he has received, in point 
of food, cannot be worfe, putrid meat, and want of vegetables ; laft winter was 
kept on fait meat and bad potatoes. The victuals are better now than hereto- 
fore ; the viiftuals he had yefterday were rather better than thofe he formerly 
had. Dr. Trevor has not been in his room once thefe fix months. Confiders Dr. 
Trevor as the whole caufe of the bad treatment of the Prifoners. The water was 
for feven or eight months putrid, pofitively ftinking; it is rather better at prefent; 
it is good now, as good now as any water : it was heretofore mixed with the fliores 
and excrement. The attendance has been exceedingly bad, only one attendant for 
fixty people, who w'erc locked up in cells for about four or five months. The bread, 
even now, occafionaily very bad ; it was bad, very bad yefterday. Underftands Dr. 
Trevor contrads for bread. From the hour of his confinement to the prefent, he 
has great reafon to complain of rigorous confinement. He had occafion for a Dentift, 
and when attended by him had a man placed behind him, and Dr. Trevor before 
him, looking into his mouth; Dr- Blake was the Dentift who attemled him; on 
one or two occafions Mr. Tandy was permitted to air with him. Heard that the 
Attorney General defired to be informed of any complaint from the Prifoners. He 
never applied to the Attorney General. Believes Dunn the Gaoler is a humane 
man ; he has not been refufed to get wine and fpirits from his own houie. He was 
not permitted to fend his wine to the other Prifoners, particularly to Counfeilor 
Mafoii, 

He enters his proteft againft the evidence to be given by the Felons who have and 
occafionaily do attend the State Prifoners, becaufe they are under terror. Con- 
ceives Dr. Trevor to be fteeled againft every tender and humane feeling, and to act 
altogether under the imprefiion of malignity. 

Is in fear and terror of his life by the looks of the Turnkeys, particularly of one 
Carty, a Murderer. 

He fpeaks with the higheft refpetft of the Government, but believes Dr. Trevor 
counteradls the intentions of Government. 

The moft aftive Agent of Bonaparte could not do more to irritate the Prifoners 
to madnefs than Dr. Trevor does. 

Cannot fuggeft any mode of alleviating the condition of the Prifoners. 

Swears that he entertains no fentiment, wifn, or opinion, which Ibould in any 
manner preclude him from the indulgence ftaewn to other Prifoners. 

Would wi(h for more communication with the Prifoners whuft taking exercife.

He was one of four in the fame rcfom, and they were obliged to ufe a clofc flool in 
their room before each other; they were not .brought out upon natural. calls to the 
water-clofet below ; ihevwcre at times l'>rought out, but at other times refufed.

He iiad feparated Tandy aud Dickion lomc 
time before; but that was a’ colourable pretext to prevent the fij-^aration oi Prifoner 
appcvaring n.'.c to be pericnal to Priibner — There was a pc.rfon.al difference between 
Prifoner and Dr. Trevor. He attributed his folitary co.ofincment to Dr. T;cvor, 
from motives that he (Trevor) was. not bold enough to averw — 'Frevor threatened to 
put him in irons. Complains tliat his letters have been kept back by Mr. Tr.vor ; 
Trevor has now a letter that was tvritten to him (Prifoner) by Dr. i'hnmct, and has 
kept it ever fince. Dr. Trevor has alfo another letter, which was w;;tten by Pri- 
foncr to Mrs. Cookfen, of Killarney, vvhidi he intercepted, and Pbll detains. 

Dr. Trevor kept back a letter that Prifoner gave to h.im, containing a draft for 
payment of quit-rent to the Coliedor of Killarney, by wliich the cattle feized on 
his lands for that quit-rent were fold. 

His letters have been opened by George Dunnan, affiflant to the Gaol. 

As to the siring the Prifoners — fome of thofe who are in the fame ro6m, are not 
allowed to air and exercilc together. About four months ago there was a mylle- 
rious conduifl in the Prifoners being locked up ior ievcral hours, and no vifitors 
permitted, which produced great anxiety to the Priibner. — Has h.ad fenous ajipre- 
lienfions for his life fince he has been put into folitary confmenient, and believes 
Dr. Trevor capable of putting him to death in the pradical part of his profeffion 
as a Dodor. — Has written to his friends that he was comfortable in Gaol, but that 
was to make their minds eafy. 

Dr. Thome, his Phyfician, has been prevented coming to him. — Tliinks two or 
three in one apartment, a common table for dining for each room or clafs, a better 
opportunity of exercife, fomewhat of opportunity of converfing together, regular 
attention to the quality of the food, would remove all or moil ot the caules of 
complaint. — Imputes to the private malevolence of Mr. Trevor all they 'uffer.

Michael Nowlan complains that he was reduced to the beer allowance in January 
laft; and is diftrelied by furnilhing himfelf tea and i'ugar for breakfaft. 

Michael Dwyer complains that he was on tlie ift of July reduced from the p. ^d. 
lift. He demanded fpirits, which he was ufed to — had an altercation w-ith Dr. 
Trevor, and was put into the criminal fide of the Gaol. Cannot eat boiled frefli 
meat ; befides, it is ferved offenfively ; not long ago he had a round of beef for his 
dinner, but there was a wooden Ikewer in it ; — would like a beef ftake, or roaft mut- 
ton. His allowance is taken from him, and he is prevented eating with his Wife. 
Confronted with Dr. Trevor. 

Dr. Frevor, fworn. SAYS Dwyerwas at firft put on the firft allowance. — As^oon 
as the claffes could be diftinguiihed, I'Jwyer’s Wife was permitted 
to live with him, but he put Dwyer into the iccond clafs: in confequcnce of this, 
Dwyer became pert, and he did put him on t!»e criminal fide. He remained there 
•till he lent (or Mr. Hume, M. P. who adviftd D\. yer to apologize ; — Dwyer did fo, 
and then lie reftoretl Dwyer to the fccorul clafs. 

Dwyer. Complains of the diet. The beet is good enough, if he got 

it roafted ; complains that he is Icparatcd in the day from his 
Wife, and that i: a breach of his terms. 

The Prifoners. Say the beef is boiled frcfli - -very leanty vegetables. Dwyer 

defircs to have half a pint of fiiirits every day. 

Hugh Byrne. Complains that Ik was at firft put ca the half-guinea lift for

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four days ; then he was put on the Gaol allowance for fifteen 
weeks and two days ; now he is on the is. 'jfd. lilt. 

Has the lame complaint as the others. 

John Doyle complains that be was committed on a Secretary’s 
Warrant, and was kept on the Gaol allowance; was then put 
on the State allowance. 

Complains of beer for breakfalt, and beef of bad quaiitv— 
The bread often bad. 

He now gets milk for breakfaft, and has done fo for three 
weeks pad. 

Another^deputation from the Would wifii to get a better bi’cakfafl; if Government would 
•iecofid dais. allow it— would like tea and fugar. Complains of the beef 

being boiled frelK, has otten not enough ; one day they got too 
little; they kept it to Ihew it to Dr. Trevor — He (aid there w'as not enough, and 
that they fiiould have more next day, and they liad more; but often fmee that time 
they had not enough ; they complained to Dr. Trevor that two dilhes were not 
enough for one table— and Dr. Trevor had three dilhes furnifhed to them. They ex- 
prelfed the fame wifli to ha\-e more opportunities of feeing their Friends— and all 
delire the tea breakfaft. 

JVilliam Kearney. Complains that he was put on the felons fide at firft, but 

Dr. Trevor removed him on his complaint.

• OoS:or Edw^ Trevor, fworn. THE two Memorials of the State Prifoners, addrelTed to his 
Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, were Ihewn to him. Upon 
reading them, Dr. Trevor fays he was applied toby the Priioners to permit them to 
meet, in order to prepare their Memorials to the Lord Lieutenant, but Re was not 
warranted to allow fuch meeting; he, however, olTrcd to them that their Memo- 
rials Ibould be fent from room to room for fignaturcs, and to give every facility to 
figning the fame ; and it appears tliat thefe Memorials were accordingly figned. 

Says he was appointed in 1798 Infpeftor and Medical Attendannn the Gaol of 
Kilmainham. He has taken the utmotl pains to fee that the provifions for the 
Prifoners were of the beft quality. He has vifited the Gaol, fince 23d july laR, every 
day_; fometimes two or three times a day. Vifited the apartments of every State 
Pnloner daily ^for feveral months after.— He afterwards, for reafons that might be 
■ufcful to the State, fitted up an office in the Gaol, in order to fee the P.ifcners there, 
rather than go to their rooms. WhillUie vifited the rooms of the Prifoners he was 
in the habit of conveying letters from them to Government, and to their Friends; 
and communicating with Government on fuch fubjeds as the Prifoners defired. 
When he eftabiifned the office, one of the Frilbnera (Mr. Mafon) wilhed to lee 
him.— He (Dr. Trevor) fent to him fO come down to the office, which Mafon re- 
lufed, and wrote to him three moll impertinent letrers. iMaron was iil fome time 
afterwards, arid he attended him :— told him, notwitliftanding his letters, he Ibould 
be treated with every humanity and attention, and took uncommon pains with 
Malbn, to prevent him having any caufe of complaint, Uo he found Mafon to be an 
extraordinary ill-tempered man. On a iubfequent vilii, after he had ie't Mafon’s 
room (a letter had been delivered in the mean time to Malbn) he fent for wiinefs. 
Mafon was then in an outrageous paffion, and exclaimed againfl: Government. 
M'itnefs was induced, by his language, to tell him, that if hecontinaed to traduce 
the Government, be would be obliged to put him in irons; and if he were to ulb 
tlie perfonal language to him that he iiad cxprelLd in any other place, that be 
(Witnds) would pull his nofe; but that in a Gaol both thdr hand; wer ■ tied. His 
refledHons on Government were, for being committed to prifon. Witi.efs was 
anxious that this man fliould not fuppofe him to be capable of ivfcnUnent towards 

himj 
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him, and therefore fent to him to offer him every accommodation 'His conftant ef- 
fort has been to make all-ihe Prifoners as comfortable as poffible ; has_ gone per- 
sonally to both the Butcher and Baker, to charge them to be particular m the qua- 
lity of their meat and bread. ,• r., • J- n.! f 

Has no emolument whatever, or perfonal advantage, dired y oi mdireftly, out of 
the provifion, meat, drink, fuel, or candle-light, ufed in it; pd ne^r accepted of the 
rfmalleft favour from any Prifoncr who ever was, or now^ is m the' Gaol. Mr. Malon 
feems to be extremely inveterate agamft wrtiicls— He is a Man of a moft irritable 
.and bad temper.-Knows of no caufe why Mafon lliould -be fo inveterate agaioft 
him, other than that witneii believes by his attention and rare he prevented the , 
efcape of Emmet, who was Mafon’s coufin, and of Ruffell, both of whofe efcape 
Mafon endeavoured to accomplilh. George Dunn, one of the Keepers, toldwitncfs, 
that Mafon had offered him a large fum of money to procure the eicape of Emmet, 
and refers to the evidence of George Dunn.-Witnefs defired Dunn to carry on 
an appearance, and to go on with the plan.-Witnefs reported the circumftance to 

Mr. Wickham, who approved of the plan. j . u m u- , i » 

Was informed by George Dunn, that Mafon attempted to bribe him to let 
'Ruffell efcape— believes that Mafon knows that wvtnefs counferafted ins plans, and 
therefore is hoftile to him.— Knows no reafon why Long Ihould be inveterate 
him, other than witnefs’s aftivity, and endeavours to procure evidence agamft 
•ihm; namely, in one inftance, where witnefs traced to Long his haying procured 
a coat to difguife Emmet on his flight. He ordered breakfaft for die Gaol .at as 
early an hour as convenient ; die firft olafs with tea about nine odocki the fe- 
cond clafs, firft tea. before they were feparated; then bread and beer, and now bread 
and milk-die bread and milk inftead of beer, at Pnfoners defite^-Dinner at font 
■ o’clock, purfuant to the dietary; beef, mutton, lamb, veal, or fifli.— Secs the pro- 

vifionsgcnerallyevery day— they weregood in quality.— When- 

’ rhe pickling tubs have not ever complaint teas made, he ordered it to-be recl ifled.- Ordered 
jet been provided. pickling tubs for die meat, and a fafe to keep it in. 

The Prifoners complained laft winter of want of vegetables, and 'believes with 
caufe ; Dunn the Gaoler told him be could not get them ; the vegetables were very 

Prifoners defired to have covers for the diflies.— Witnefs got covers for them. 
The Prifoners had table-cloths .in 1798, but the Prifoners then deftroyed them. 

The Prifoners complained of the attendance allowed to them; and particularly, 
that the fame man who cleaned their rooms, ferved their vict uals ;--this he thought 
improper, and therefore appointed a man for the purpoft of ftrvmg up their 

'’Thewaterofthe Gaol has heretofore been bad; wituefs reprefented this defect, 

and funk a pump, from which they have good water. ^ 

The Prifoners once corapiaiued, that there was excrement m the cutern. It was 
examined— and what they called excrement was corks and potatoes, that the Pri- 
foners threw down from their windows, as witnefs was, informed by the Gaoler, und 
believes: Witnefs will have the ciftern covered, -to prevent any fuch allegation tor 

the future — watcr-ciofets were in a very bad ftate, and witnefs has got them 
effeauallv repaired each floor or Corridore has a watcr-clofet. 

The pVilbners complained of the difficulty of getting to the water-clolet, upon 
which witnefs appointed an additional perfon to open.-their doors, to let them to 
the privy.— Is convinced the Prifoners fuffer no inconvenience from this;— would 
employ more men to this fervice, if neceflary. _ _ i 

The fervice of the visuals is as well conduced as is poffible m a Gaol— the 
cook is as clean a fervant as cooks ufually are and the vitfhuals, confidertng the 
number of perfons to be fed, are as well dreffed as can be-,— thinks a realonable 
■lupply of cheap table linen would be a great comtoit to the Pnfonen. 

Has never feen any bad bread; witnels went to the Baker himfelf, and gaVr 
him a particular charge to bake it well. _ r ^ , . i. 

. Thinks dividing the clafs of Prifoners, No. 2, into meffes of twelve at each 
-table, may lafely be done; — and he will ha™ that regulation made. Thinks 
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Thinks the regulation of the diet for each dais of Prifonets fully I'ufEcient b„. 
taking the calculation of the firft ciafs of Prifoners at the rate they ftate, viz ' tha^ 
tueydo not get more than the value of is.iid. each, he thinks (if that calci 
lation IS true) that Dunn the Gaoler has too great a profit on the Government 
allowance of -^3 per man.— Thinks the provifion now furniHied to the Pri. 
loneis ot the fiift dais, is equal to what was given ro them in 1798, wlien Govern, 
ment allovved ^ y. 5 per man.— There was no fecoml dais at that time: thinks 
Dunn the Gaoler is a very boned man, and exiremely proper in his conduid, and 
tnerctore witnefs recommended him to Government, who gave him a falarv of 

ICO per annum. •' 

Ihinks getting pickling tubs to fait the victuals of tire hrft and feconcl clalTes, 
and procuring lufficient vegetables, .would be very proper, and a great convenience 
to all the Prifoners. Has ordered fires in the common halls to boil eggs and 
warm drink, &c. for the Prifoners. — As to candlc-iight, ibme addition may be made 
to the prefent allowance, and he will order it. 

As to dafs, whether there would be any objeftion to allowing them to air 
and exerdfe together, Dr. Trevor fays he fees no objei^ion to the indulgence; 
unlefs Government fliould think it improper to permit certain individuals to 
alicciate. 

As to thoie confined to folitary imprifonment, believes there are State rcafons for 
confining Mr. Long ; but as to Mr. Mafbn, no other of the Prifoners would aflb- 
date with him, from his temper and foulnefs of perfon, as lie believes. 

And now, with an additional yard, there is full fpacc for all the Prifoners to 
have fufficient air and exercile, without }x;rmitting a general afibciation of them. 
There are three days in the week allotted to town vifitors to fee their friends, and 
three days for the country vifitors. Fifteen minutes are allowed to each Piifbner 
to Ipeak with his friends; — but no Prifoner is permitted to be with their friends 
without a Keeper being prefent, unlefs by order of Government. 

All vifitors muft have pafles. 

Fifteen minutes arc allowed to each vijitor-, has always in fuch cafes, where the 
1 nioncrs have particular bufinefs to tranfadl, extended their time as long as ne- 
ceffary.— Ihinks the lower dafs of Prifoners ought not to be indulged with tea for 
bieakfaft ; tninks the quart of milk and bread that are allowed to eath man is 
fully lufficient. 

Will direct Dunn never to permit the Hangman to carry any thing to the 
Prifoners.— He generally examined all the Prifoners letters, but in his abfence 
Dunn the Gaoler examines them. ’ 

Dunn now iafpeds the letters. The letters are never delayed or kept back from 
the Prifoners. 

Whilft the_ State Prifoners have been in Gaol, he (Mr. Trevor) has fuel and candle- 
light for himfelf, but not to tlie abridgment of the Prifoners allowance. 

The Prifoners are all in good health. 

John Dumiy Gaoler, Iworn. He fupplies the Prifoners with fubfiftence ; is allow'ed 31. 

for the firfl dafs per man, and ij. jid. for lecond dafs. Fur- 
nilbes provifions according to the annexed Dietary, and gives 
more meat rather than iefs.
